To the Superintendent of Schools, Board of Education, and 
Citizens of Meredith: 


In the January issue of the New Hampshire State Teach- 
ers’ Association Bulletin, Mr. Donald P. Mattoon. president 
of this organization sends a message to the teachers of our 
state in which he sounds the challange of present day educa- 
tion in these words: 


“The schools you and I attended gave little chance 
for creative work or for self-expression; they shut the 
world outside when their doors were closed.

To the School Board and Citizens:of Meredith: 


I am enclosing the record of attendance in the elementary 
grades in Meredith and in the three rural schools. The record 
of the village schools is so very excellent that | am fearful 
lest we may have over-emphasized perfect attendance. 

We certainly hope that no parent will permit his child to 
attend school to the detriment of his health or the danger of 
others in the schoolroom. There is, nevertheless, a wonderful 
pleasure in seeing how well parents, teachers and pupils have 
cooperated. 

The records of the one-room schools is not auite so good, 
but I am including the record of each pupil so that the whole 
school may not suffer for the carelessness and indifference 
of a few families. 

In a report of his inspection of the Meredith High School 
Mr. Russell Leavitt of the State Department of Education 
congratulated the townspeople and pupils of Meredith schools 
on the excellent facilities at the Lang Street Gymnasium, In 
reference to the new gymnasium, it seems to me that there 
is a misunderstanding as to its real value. The expense could 
not be justified if the purpose were to take only a small and 
selected group to develop to win games; at any cost. To have 
all the pupils make use of it for pleasure and vigorous health 
is the ideal.
